A conference of bankers and farm ­ 
ers of the Fifth Federal Reserve Dis­ 
trict held recently at Raleigh, North 
Carolina, under the auspices of the 
American Bankers Association Agri­ 
cultural Commission, adopted the fol­ 
lowing principles:

Farm er Confer, nee of the Fifth F, I- 
era] Reserve D istrict would make the 
following recommendations with ref 
erence to the activities of farmers 
and bankers on which to concentrate 
efforts during the coming year: 
“ 1. Encouragem ent of loans by bank­ 
ers to bright and deserving young 
men and young women who wish to 
go to college to study agriculture and 
home economics. 
‘‘2. Promote in a rational and con­ 
servative way the economic increase 
in the productiveness of the soils of 
the district so that, a larger rlnit of 
crop 
production 
may

secured.
